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necting the traffic signal assembly, battery, solar panel, sign
light and programmable central control panel. With this
arrangement, the traffic control system can be provided in kit
form to include at least three yellow lenses and at least two
red lenses for the traffic signal assembly and a pair of signs
for the traffic sign assembly including an international fire
truck crossing sign and a stop here on red sign.
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
